Oil  Company  Lowers

Every  type  of  citrus  tree  that  grows 
anywhere  in  the  U.S.  grows  also  on 
the  Jamison  farm.  Frances  Jamison 
rattles  them  off:  satsuma,  Japanese 
grapefruit,  oranges,  limes,  lemons, 
tangerines.  She  speaks  too  fast  to 
catch  them  all.  When  the  trees  are 
heavy  with  fruit,  she  adds,  it  is 
wonderful  to  walk  in  the  orchards. 

When  Bert  Jamison  is  plowing,  or 
doing  whatever  it  is  that  farmers  do 
before  the  sun  has  grown  too  hot, 
Frances  works  canning  the  goods  that 
make  Jamison's  Home  Canned  so 
popular  in  Pearland,  Texas. 

Pearland  is  a  ctiy  of  12,000,  located 
at  the  intersection  of  Highway  35  and 
FM  518,  adjacent  to  the  southeast  city 
limits  of  Houston.  Bert  and  Frances 
Jamison  live  on  the  outskirts  of 
Pearland,  near  the  intersection  of  FM 
518  and  Dixie  Farm  Road. 

From  the  highway  there  is  only  a 
small  sign,  and  a  dirt  road  leads 
through  orange  trees  to  the  house. 
"Honk  please"  is  painted  on  a  small 
store  in  which  the  Jamison's  fresh 
jellies,  jams,  preserves  and  pickles  are 
packaged. 

Behind  the  Jamison's  property  lies 
Green  Tee,  the  most  prestigious 
subdivision  in  Pearland,  in  which  live 
the  very  wealthy,  those  who  buy 
homes  "from"  $100,000.  Green  Tee 
creates  an  island  of  escape  from 
Houston.  Green  Tee  residents  do  not 
mingle  with  the  general  public  of 
Pearland.  Green  Tee  residents  look 
onto  a  trim  bright  golf  course,  ducks 
gliding  serently  on  ponds,  homes  of 
redwood  and  walls  of  glass,  wide 
spacious  lawns.  They  do  not  live  in 
Pearland,  but  in  Green  Tee. 

Bert  and  Frances  Jamison  live  in 
Pearland. 

When  Frances  asks  me  to  lunch  she 
says,  "Why  don't  you  have  lunch  with 
us  and  see  how  poor  folks  eat?" 

They  have  been  farmers  for  a  long 
time,  and  always  in  this  place. 

Bert  is  68,  she  is  55.  Together  they 
manage    the    farm. 

They  are  not  the  last  of  their  breed 
in  Pearland,  though  they  sometimes 
seem  to  be.  An  examination  of  the  area 
reveals  others,  quietly  farming  land 
that  is  still  divided  into  small  farms. 

The  Jamisons  are  not  so  quiet.  And 
now  they  are  paying  a  price  they 
probably  never  foresaw.  The  price  is 
Bert  Jamison's  health. 

On  October  2,  68-year-old  Bert  was 
seriously  injured  when  a  caterpillar 
operated  by  workers  for  Phillips 
Pipeline  Company  jerked  the  pipe  he 
was  sitting  on  into  the  air,  throwing 
him  to  the  ground.  Bert  then  was 
deserted,  in  the  quiet  pasture  he  has 
owned  for  10  years,  for  almost  two 
hours. 

He  was  sitting  on  the  pipe  to  protest 
Phillips  contractors  crossing  outside  of 
the  50-foot  easement  as  they  were 
crossing  his  land  with  an  8-inch  ethane 
pipeline  on  route  to  the  Houston  Ship 
Channel. 

The  Jamisons  agreed  to  the  50-foot 
easement  when  they  purchased  the 
land  from  Phillips  in  1966. 

Phillips  already  had  one  pipeline 
across  the  land,  but  it  was  not  until 
May  of  this  year  that  they  approached 
the  Jamisons  with  their  plan  to  put  in 
another  pipe. 

The  Jamisons  helped  Phillips 
Inspector  Paul  Borror  to  obtain  the 
necessary  easements  on  adjacent 
properties.  Bert  especially  was  helpful

in  negotiations  with  his  brother,  Jake 
Jamison. 

Jake  and  his  wife  Inez  did  not  want 
the  line  to  go  through  their  orchard, 
and  Borror's  attempts  to  make  a  deal 
had  failed.  He  called  on  Bert  for  help, 
and  he  got  it. 

Bert  acted  as  the  go-between  and 
convinced  Jake  and  Inez  to  accept  $200 
per  tree  as  payment  for  the  damage  to 
the  orchard.  Borror  estimated  that 
seven  trees  would  be  destroyed  by  the 
pipeline,  and  told  the  Jamisons  that 
Phillips  would  pay  an  even  $1500  for 
the  crossing. 

Before  the  deal  was  settled,  Jake 
died  of  a  heart  attack.  That  was  on  a 
Monday. 

On  Tuesday  of  the  following  week 
Inez,  Bert  and  Borror  made  a  verbal 
agreement  for  the  $1500  payment. 
Bert  asked  that  nothing  be  touched 
until  everything  was  in  writing.  Borror 
said  okay,  and  left. 

That  same  afternoon  construction 
workers  from  W.  L.  Golightly  Inc., 
contracted  by  Phillips  Pipeline,  roared 
into  the  orchard,  destroying  the  trees. 

Inez  could  see  them  working.  She 
had  nothing  in  writing,  and  there  was 
nothing  she  could  do.  It  took  only  a  few 
hours  to  destroy  the  trees,  but  in  the 
four  weeks  since  then,  Inez  has 
received   nothing  from  Phillips. 

The  Golightly  crew  was  ready  to 
enter  Bert  and  Frances'  land  on 
Friday,  but  on  Thursday  afternoon 
Bert  approached  Golightly  supervisor 
G.  T.  Headrick  and  told  him  not  to 
enter  the  property  until  the  matter  of 
Inez*  money  was  settled. 

Headrick  assured  Bert  that  nothing 
would  be  done  until  the  problem  was 
resolved .     '&£. 

Friday  morning,  around  7  a.m.,  the 
machinery  and  workers,  including  five 
pieces  of  heavy  equipment,  were  on 
Bert  and  Frances'  property. 

"We  walked  up  to  the  supervisor 
and  told  him  he  wasn't  supposed  to  be 
on  our  land.  We  asked  him,  didn't  you 
tell  us  yesterday  that  you  wouldn't 
cross  it  until  this  was  settled?  And  he 
shook  his  head:  yes.  And  didn't  you 
He?  He  shook  his  head:  yes,"  Frances 
said,  imitating  the  solemn  expression 
of  the  lying  supervisor.  She  now  refers 
to  the  supervisor  not  by  name,  but  as 
the  "head  liar." 

With  the  Jamisons,  she  stresses,  a 
man's  word  is  all  you  need.  But  these 
folks,  well,  they  lie,  she  says. 

Bert  and  Frances,  desperate  by 
now,  called  Pearland  police,  and  asked 
them  to  arrest  five  Golightly  employ- 
ees for  criminal  trespassing. 

When  Pearland  policed  officer  Mar- 
vin Priest  arrived,   he  quickly  whis- 


pered to  Frances,  "Now  you  can  see 
your  chief  at  work." 

Close  behind  in  another  car  was 
Pearland  Police  Chief  Glenn  Stanford. 
Stanford  told  Priest  not  to  make  any 
arrests,  then  explained  to  Frances  that 
it  was  a  civil  matter  and  he  could  not 
arrest  the  workers. 

Frances,  by  then  outraged,  called 
Brazoria  County  Sheriff  Robert  Gla- 
ney.  Sheriff's  deputies  showed  up  and 
promptly  arrested  all  five  workers  on 
criminal  trespassing  charges.  They 
were  released  the  same  day,  through  a 
local  justice  of  the  peace. 

"The  Sheriff's  boys,"  as  Frances 
calls  them,  kept  a  patrol  on  the 
acreage  and  roads  leading  to  it  for  the 
rest  of  the  afternoon. 

Bert  and  Frances  thought  they  were 
safe,  that  contracted  workers  do  not 
work  on  Saturday,  that  at  least  for  the 
weekend  they  could  relax  and  figure 
out  what  to  do. 

But  at  7  a.m.  Saturday  morning  they 
got  a  tip  from  a  neighbor  that  workers 
had  returned  to  the  site,  and  were 
using  equipment  outside  the  ease- 
ment. 

They  agreed  to  split  up  the  work. 
Bert  would  stay  at  the  site  to  try  to  stop 
workers.  Frances  would  call  their 
lawyer.  She  left  him  alone  with  the 
workers. 

"I  told  the  driver  of  the  caterpillar 
before  I  left  that  they  were  trespassing 
on  Jamison  land,  and  that  Bert  was 
going  to  sit  on  that  pipeline  to  stop 
them  from  moving  it,"  Frances  said. 

A  few  minutes  after  Frances  left,  as 
Bert  was  straddling  the  pipe,  a 
blonde-haired  man  put  a  strap  around 
the  pipe,  and  attached  it  to  a 
caterpillar. 

Bert  had  a  small  camera  with  him, 
and  took  a  photograph  as  this 
occurred.  What  happened  next  still  is 
confusing. 

Bert  said  the  chain  attached  to  the 
pipe  had  slack  in  the  line  as  the  driver 
began  to  move  the  caterpillar. 

Then,  he  said,  the  driver  jerked  the 
line  up,  throwing  the  pipe  8-10  feet 
into  the  air,  and  he  fell  off. 

The  driver  of  the  caterpillar,  how- 
ever, told  police  that  he  "just  shook 
it"- and  Jamison  fell  off  backward. 

"1  asked  him  to  get  me  some  help  as 
he  walked  by.  I  told  him  I  was  hurt. 
But  he  just  walked  right  by,"  Bert 
said. 

Bert  said  he  could  hear  the  traffic  on 
the  road,  but  he  had  no  way  to  signal 
anyone.  He  tried  to  lift  his  hat  up  over 
the  grass.    But  he  couldn't  move. 

"I've  never  been  so  cold.  My  chest 
began  to  hurt  me.  I  don't  know  how 
long  I  lay  there,"  Bert  said. 


After  a  while,  he  said,  someone 
walked  by  and  asked  him  what  was 
wrong.  Bert  told  him  about  the 
caterpillar. 

"I  don't  see  any  caterpillar,"  the 
man  told  him,  looking  around.  Bert 
said  he  learned  later  that  Golightly  had 
moved  all  of  the  equipment  off  the 
property  as  he  lay  on  the  ground. 

At  8:45,  about  an  hour  and  a  half 
after  the  incident,  a  Mr.  Tobias  called 
Pearland  police  to  report  the  accident. 

An  ambulance  arrived  at  about  9 
a.m.,  almost  two  hours  after  the  fall. 

Bert  had  landed  in  a  nest  of  fire

Fighting  company  policy  in  a  company 
town  is  risky  business. 

Early  in  November,  Houston  police 
clashed  with  demonstrating  Iranian 
students  outside  the  Neils  Esperson 
Building  on  Travis  Street  downtown. 
When  it  was  over,  there  were  92 
Iranians  in  the  Harris  County  Jail,  and 
some  extremely  diverse  statements  of 
what  had  taken  place.  About  the  only 
thing  that  the  Iranian  Students  Associ- 
ation (ISA)  and  the  Houston  Police 
Department  (HPD)  agree  on  is  that 
there  was  a  demonstration  and  there 
were  arrests. 

You  could  say  that  it  all  started  on 
November  4,  when  an  assassination 
attempt  was  made  on  Iranian  Envoy 
Homayoun  Keykavoussi  in  Paris.  An 
organization  calling  itself  the  Reza 
Rezai  Brigade  claimed  responsibility 
for  that  act,  but  six  Iranian  student 
leaders  were  arrested  in  connection 
with  the  incident.  Four  of  them  were 
immediately  deported,  and  two  were 
jailed  as  suspects  in  the  assassination 
attempt. 

The  two  students  jailed  claim  that 
the  four  students  deported  were  the 
witnesses  to  the  fact  that  they  were 
nowhere  near  the  scene  of  the  crime. 
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The  Iranian  Students  Association 
charges  a  frame-up,  naming  the 
French  Government  and  the  Iranian 
Secret  Police  (SAVAK)  as  co-con- 
spirators. 

Protests  were  called  for  around  the 
world.  There  are  approximately  10,000 
ISA  members  in  the  United  States. 
Eighteen  hundred  of  them  are  in 
Texas. 

A  vigil  was  begun  at  the  French 
Consulate  in  Houston  on  November  8. 
The  vigil  continued  without  incident 
until  12:10  p.m.  on  November  9,  when 
the  HPD  and  the  ISA  collided.  ISA 
claims  that  they  were  the  victims  of  an 
unprovoked  and  brutal*  police  attack 
culminating  in  mass  arrest  and 
further  police  beatings  in  the  Harris 
County  jail. 

ISA  spokespeople  say  that  they  were 
merely  exercising  their  First  Amend- 
ment rights  in  a  lawful  manner  when 
they  were  attacked.  Under  law,  they 
are  supposed  to  be  guaranteed  the 
same  basic  rights  of  assembly  and  free 
speech  as  any  U.S.  citizen. 

The  HPD  says  that  the  arrests  were 
made  in  a  "restrained  and  humane 
way"  and  only  after  the  demonstrators 
created  a  public  nuisance  in  the  form 
of  shouted  obscenities  and  obstruction 
of  public  thoroughfares.  HPD  also  says 
that  police  gave  a  two-minute  warning 
for  the  demonstrators  to  disperse.  ISA 
says  there  was  no  warning  nor  any 
cause  for  one  to  be  issued. 

In  the  ensuing  clash  at  least  one 
demonstrator  had  his  arms  pinned 
behind  him  by  a  police  officer  while 
another  police  officer  hit  the  man  in 
the  face  with  his  club. 

After  the  arrests,  the  U.S.  Immigra- 
tion and  Naturalization  Service  (INS) 
stepped  in  and  claimed  that  they  did 
not  know  if  the  arrested  Iranians  were 
living  up  to  the  terms  of  their  tenure  in 
the  United  States.  In  other  words, 
Immigration  officials  suggested  that 
maybe  these  Iranians  are  not  even 
supposed  to  be  here  in  the  first  place. 
Deportation  hearings  were  called  for. 

The  burden  of  proof  was  put  on  the 
students.  At  the  time  of  this  writing, 
deportation  proceedings  have  been 
dropped  against  35  of  the  demonstra- 
tors and  deportation  hearings  against 
the  remaining  42  were  automatically 
postponed   because    new   show-cause 


orders  have  been  issued  by  INS.  That 
group  was  charged  with  violating  their 
student  status  by  failure  to  attend 
classes.  The  new  orders  allege  that 
they  are  not  attending  colleges  approv- 
ed by  INS.  Some  are  charged  with 
entering  the  U.S.  in  an  unknown 
manner  and  staying  past  their  visa 
authorizations. 

Despite  uncommonly  high  bail 
requirements,  all  of  the  demonstrators 
are  now  out  of  jail,  after  staying  there 
for  eight  days.  One  is  charged  with 
assault  on  a  police  officer,  and  the  rest 
are  charged  with  disturbing  the  peace 
plus  the  INS  charges  and  complica- 
tions. 

Within  recent  weeks,  evidence  of 
the  presence  of  SAVAK  agents  in  the 
U.S.  has  mounted,  along  with  indica- 
tions that  SAVAK  is  operating  with  the 
knowledge  and  assistance  of  the  CIA, 
the  FBI,  and  God  knows  who  else.  ISA 
claims  that  SAVAK  agents  are  engag- 
ed in  a  campaign  of  terrorism  and 
intimidation  against  dissident  Iranians 
the  world  over.  It  is  a  clear  violation  of 
U.S.  law  for  any  foreign  police 
apparatus  to  operate  in  this  country. 

ISA  spokespersons  charge  that  their 
treatment  by  local  and  federal  authori- 
ties was  and  is  as  a  result  of  a  policy 
and  co-operation  between  SAVAK  and 
U.S.  police  and  intelligence  agencies. 
The  ISA  says  that  the  co-operation 
with  the  oil-rich  Iranian  government  of 
the  Shah  is  a  key  component  in  U.S. 
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oil  connections, 
n  eed  freedom .

economic  and  military  global  strategy. 
There  is  no  one  who  denies  this. 

Iran  has  lots  of  oil.  The  industrial 
nations  need  lots  of  oil.  Most  of  the 
Iranian  oil  is  sold  to  Japan  and  the 
western  European  countries.  The 
money,  or  at  least  a  large  portion  of  it, 
is  used  to  purchase  weapons  and 
weapons  systems  from  U.S. -based 
multi-national  corporations.  Large 
weapons  purchases  are  also  made 
from  British  and  European  companies. 
Iran  is  the  world's  largest  buyer  of 
military  arms.  The  United  States  is  the 
world's  largest  seller  of  these  arms. 

Under  the  "Nixon  Doctrine,"  U.S. 
interests  are  best  served  by  seeing 
that  there  is  a  militarily  powerful  but 
obedient  and  dependable  nation  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  area.  Iran  fits  the  bill 
perfectly— almost.  There  are  certain 
complications. 

It  is  widely  held  that  the  Iranian 
government  is  among  the  most  despot- 
ic in  the  world.  Horror  stories  abound 
concerning  political  prisoners.  Over 
half  of  that  country's  petroleum 
income  is  spent  on  military  armament 
while  the  economic  state  of  Iranian 
citizens  is  one  of  abject  poverty  and 
deprivation.  It  is  claimed  that  SAVAK 
is  the  instrument  of  the  ultimate  police 
state  and  the  invention  of  the  CIA. 

Presently,  it  is  estimated  that  there 
are  around  2,000  military  advisors  in 
Iran,  helping  them  master  the  requir- 
ed technology  of  modern  U.S.  weapon- 


ry. There  is  an  active  anti-government 
element  within  Iran.  There  are  guer- 
rilla-style attacks  on  the  government, 
and  there  is  evidence  of  increased 
government  repression  of  human 
rights. 

Further,  most  experts  maintain  that 
the  Iranian  military  is  from  five  to  10 
years  away  from  competence  to  effec- 
tively use  all  that  U.S.  hardware.  It  is 
anticipated  that  more  U.S.  militry 
advisers  are  going  to  be  needed. 

If  much  of  this  scenario  seems 
familiar,  then  you  must  be  thinking. 
Viet  Nam  was  not  that  long  ago! 

Meanwhile,  back  in  the  U.S.A.,  the 
drama  continues.  The  Iranian  Students 
Association  promises  more  demonstra- 
tions. 

In  Houston,  a  group  of  political, 
legal,  and  church  activists  announced 
the  formation  of  a  support  group  for 
Iranian  students.  Many  of  these 
people  were  active  in  the  anti-war 
movement  of  the  late  60's  and  early 
70's. 

For  the  HPD,  Chief  B.  G.  "Pappy" 
Bond  says  he  is  awfully  tired  of  these 
foreigners  disturbing  the  peace  and 
tranquility  of  law-abiding  Houston- 
ians.  Pappy  says  he  won't  put  up  with 
it  anymore.  Iranian  students  say  he 
never  has. 

What  will  happen  next  is  a  matter  of 
conjecture,  but  again  bucking 
company  policy  in  a  company  town  (or 
world)  is  risky  business.

Bad-Rapping  Ex-Acid  Guru  Seems 
Part  Of  Police  Conspiracy

Timothy  Leary's  dead. 
No,  no,  no, 
He's  on  the  outside, 
Looking  in. 

I  am  here  to  report  that  Tim  Leary  is 
alive  and  well  and  ready  to  live  in 
space  as  soon  as  he  can  hustle  up  a 
colony  out  there. 

When  I  first  found  out  that  Leary 
might  be  coming  to  KPFT,  my  image 
of  him  as  the  original  fried-out  acid 
casualty  began  to  lose  substance.  And 
now  that  I  have  talked  to  him,  that 
image  has  evaporated,  and  I  am 
wondering  exactly  where  it  came  from. 
That  image  had  been  in  my  mind  a  few 
years  before  and  had  been  shattered 
by  the  appearance  of  a  magazine 
article  entitled  Neurologic.  Leary  was 
in  jail  then,  and  the  things  I  heard 
about  him  were  strange. 

He  wanted  to  build  a  giant  space- 
ship. 

He  wanted  to  put  people  into 
suspended  animation. 

He  wanted  to  live  forever. 

He  wanted  to  travel  to  the  stars,  and 
the  Lorenz  time-contraction  would 
then  make  him  seem  to  live  forever. 

Obviously  a  man  with  some  heavy 
delusions.  The  only  contradiction  to 
this  image  of  an  addled,  mad  professor 
off  the  deep  end  was  a  letter  from  him 
to  a  psychology  magazine,  apparently 
addressed  to  his  colleagues,  which 
seemed  very  scholarly  and  steeped  in 
the  jargon  of  the  profession.  Well,  we 
all  have  our  moments  of  clarity.  Leary 
had  always  been  into  playing  games, 
and  maybe  this  was  simply  the 
madman  playing  the  role  of  the 
psychology  professor. 

Well,  Neurologic  went  a  lot  deeper 
and  was  more  philosophic.  It  was 
pretty  complex  and  difficult  to  read, 
but  if  you  could  stick  with  it,  you 
discovered  a  consistent  and  systematic 
theory  of  the  way  it  is. 

At  that  time,  1  made  my  living  doing 
freaky  night-time  newscasts  on  KILT, 
the  big  top-40  station  here  in  town.  I 
had  a  ball  with  all  this  about  Leary. 
There  was  a  dreamlike  quality  about 


Timothy  Leary  in  early  November  made  a 
surprise  visit  to  Houston,  where  his 
associate  Robert  Anton  Wilson  (see 
Mighty  90  News,  June,  1976)  was 
lecturing  at  seminar  sponsored  by  the 
Libran  Book  Shop,  3700  Yoakum. 


these  ideas  which  transmitted  well 
over  the  air.  Freaky  enough,  for  sure. 
But  freakier  stuff  was  happening  in 
Washington.  President  Nixon  and  his 
goon  squad  were  being  hounded  out  of 
teh  White  House.  And  when  the  task 
of  hounding  was  completed  and  Nixon 
left  the  Presidency,  I  left  top-40. 

So  I  missed  the  next  wave  of 
Timothy  Leary  gossip,  which  started  in 
August,  1974,  after  Nixon  resigned. 
But  I  was  able  to  catch  up  with  it  when 
I  came  to  KPFT  and  read  the  back 
news  files.  Seems  that  Leary  was 
talking  to  the  feds.  The  rumors  were 
very  thick  all  through  the  late  part  of 
1974  and  early  1975.  Leary  was  being 
held  at  a  secret  location.  He  was 
telling  all  about  the  Weathermen.  He 
was  giving  evidence  against  several 
international  drug  smuggling  rings. 
He  was  being  dosed  with  behavior- 
modification  drugs.  He  was  giving 
evidence    against    his    own    lawyers. 

Leary  was  paroled  by  the  State  of 
California  when  the  Brown  administra- 
tion came  in.  About  a  year  later,  the 
feds  returned  him  to  the  world. 

He  was  quite  willing  to  talk  about  the 
rumors  from  late  1974.  Some  of  them 
were  true.  For  instance,  Leary  admits 
that  he  did  give  evidence  against 
several  lawyers  who  allegedly  paid  the 
Weather  Underground  to  arrange  his 
escape  from  prison.  He  says  that  ties 
between  himself  and  international 
drug  smugglers  were  largely  mythical. 
He  told  us  that  most  of  his  movements 
between  escape  and  recapture  were 
manipulated  by  forces  of  which  he  had 
little  understanding  at  the  time;  that 
he  had  been  used,  in  a  sense,  as  a 
pawn. 

Back  in  1973  we  began  to  discover 
how  deeply  the  government  was 
involved  in  the  "movement"  of  the 
sixties.  We  learned  that  many  of  the 
more  active  figures  in   underground 
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organizations  were  actually  being  paid 
by  the  government  to  encourage  an 
image  in  the  public  mind  of  the  forces 
for  social  change  in  America  as 
dangerous,  violent  saboteurs. 

When  I  think  back  to  the  various 
images  I  have  had  in  my  mind  about 
Tim  Leary  as  a  madman,  a  revolution- 
ary, an  acid  casualty,  a  babbling, 
mindless  fool,  I  am  forced  to  realize 
that  those  images  were  created  and 
put  into  my  mind  by  others.  Who  is  it 
that  does  not  want  me  believing  Tim 
Leary? 

As  far  as  I  can  tell,  Leary  seems 
pretty  sane.  I  do  not  particularly  agree 


with  many  of  his  ideas,  but  they  don't 
seem  to  be  any  worse  than  much  of  the 
"new  thought"  and  various  guru 
movements  that  are  going  around. 
And  his  picture  of  limitless  human 
potential  seems  to  be  a  very  optimistic 
view  of  things  compared  with  the 
doomsday  psychology  of  most  liberals 
these  days. 

Perhaps  indeed  there  is  such  a  thing 
as  the  brain  police,  and  perhaps  they 
do  operate  by  discrediting  those  who 
threaten  to  lead  people  to  a  more 
hopeful  vision  of  the  human  condition. 

Or  maybe  you  just  can't  believe 
everything  you  read  in  the  papers.

MANAGER'S  REPORT 


By  BOB  ROGERS, 
KPFT/Pacifica  Station  Manager 

Since  this  is  the  last  month  of  1976,  it 
seems  an  appropriate  time  to  make  an 
appraisal  of  the  state  of  your  radio 
station. 

First,  the  money.  Listener-support 
continues  to  increase  at  a  fairly  rapid 
pace.  It  is  our  expectation  that  we  will 
take  in  between  $6,000  and  $7,000  a 
month  for  November  and  December. 
This  amount,  coupled  with  approximate- 
ly $1,700  a  month  from  the  Corporation 
for  Public  Broadcasting,  will  put  us  close 
to  a  break-even  position. 

Our  current  operating  budget  is 
$8,531  monthly.  As  long  as  we  can 
realize  at  least  $7,000  a  month  in 
listener-support,  we  will  be  able  to 
maintain  a  pay-roll  of  five  people  at  $100 
a  week  and  deal  with  our  creditors  on  a 
slow-but-steady  basis.  It  is  our  hope  that 
we  will  soon  have  sufficient  income  to 
add  three  more  people  to  the  pay-roll  at 
$100  a  week  and  to  provide  a  health 
insurance  plan  for  all  employees.  This 
budget  of  $8,531  allows  a  total  of  $2,000  a 
month  for  debt  reduction  and  mortgage 
payments  on  the  station  property  (ap- 
proximately $67,000).  Exclusive  of  the 
mortgage,  we  are  about  $30,000  in  debt. 

As  of  this  writing,  we  have  been 
unable  to  find  any  long-term  financing 
for  the  station  property.  It  is  essential 
that   we    secure   this   financing    almost 


immediately.  A  failure  to  do  so  will  most 
assuredly  precipitate  a  crisis  of  the  first 
order.  The  consequences  include  fore- 
closure, eviction,  silence,  and  re-loca- 
tion, not  to  mention  a  loss  of  equity  and 
the  burden  of  heavy  re-location  expense. 
It  is  a  situation  to  be  avoided. 

The  mortgage  situation  is  particularly 
frustrating  in  light  of  the  fact  that  we  do 
have  sufficient  money  budgeted  to  meet 
any  mortgage  payment  requirement  we 
are  likely  to  encounter.  What  we  do  not 
have  is  $67,000  in  a  lump  sum.  There  are 
many  people,  mostly  local  advisory 
board  members,  working  diligently  to 
secure  financing  for  us.  Hopefully,  that 
problem  will  be  solved  within  the  next 
few  days.  Stay  tuned. 

We  also  are  going  to  need  to  raise 
about  $35,000  as  our  portion  of  the  HEW 
Grant  to  increase  our  power  and  update 
our  equipment. 

Thus,  we  must  quickly  reach  a  level  of 
not  less  than  $12,000  a  month  in 
listener-support  to  keep  everything  pro- 
ceeding on  schedule.  That  would  mean  a 
minimum  of  2,400  people  contributing 
an  average  of  $5  a  month.  We  are 
presently  mailing  out  over  9,000  Mighty 
90's  each  month  and  adding  about  20 
new  subscribers  a  day. 

Because  we  have  received  a  $20,000 
advertising  grant  from  the  Corporation 
for  Public  Broadcasting,  we  expect  at 
least  to  double  our  subscriber  base  in  the 
coming  months. 


In  summary,  things  don't  look  as 
tough  as  they  have  been,  providing  that 
we  solve  the  problem  of  the  property 
mortgage. 

As  to  programming,  we  feel  that  the 
current  program  guide  reflects  our  most 
ambitious  month  to  date.  This  is  a  direct 
result  of  having  enough  listener-support 
to  permit  us  to  put  our  energies  into 
what  we  are  doing  rather  than  into  how 
we  are   to   survive. 

With  your  continued  support,  your 
radio  station  will  continue  to  improve. 
Thanks.

bathroom    where    witnesses    had    to    verify    that 
Fatboy   played    at    least    two    instruments    while 
taking  care  of  his  business  there. 

His  epic  sot  has  been  properly  witnessed, 
according  to  Duncan,  and  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Guiness  Book  of  World  Records. 

Fatboy,  now  in  his  late  20s,  made  his  first  mark 
on  the  musical  world  when  at  age  13  he  wrote  a 
top-40  hit,  "My  Boomerang  Won't  Come  Back."

ants,  and  was  bitten  all  over  his  back. 
He  has  a  heart  aneurism,  which  is  like 
a  balloon  that  fluctuates  with  blood 
pressure.  He  spent  10  days  in 
Houston's  Park  Hospital  before  com- 
ing home  in  an  ambulance.  Doctors 
say  he  will  have  to  sleep  sitting  up,  in  a 
hospital  bed,  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Phillips  Pipeline  Co.  representatives 
cannot  and  will  not  offer  an  explana- 
tion for  the  events  of  that  day.  They 
refuse  to  even  discuss  it. 

The  supervisor  at  the  site,  G.T. 
Headrick,  of  Phillips  Petroleum,  re- 
fused to  comment,  referring  reporters 
to  the  public  information  office  in 
Bartlesville,  Oklahoma. 

Public  information  officer  George 
Durham  in  Bartlesville,  when  ques- 
tioned about  the  incident,  said,  "I 
imagine  that  will  be  settled  some- 
how." He  added  the  Golightly  firm 
will  be  retained  as  the  contractor.  He 
refused  to  comment  on  Phillips' 
responsibility. 

Durham  said  he  "saw  no  reason  not 
to  continue  working  with  Golightly 
Construction."  He  added  that 
Golightly  could  get  an  injunction 
against  the  Jamisons,  and  stop  them 
from  "interfering"  with  the  Phillips 
line.  Later,  Golightly  did  seek  an 
injunction. 

There  are  no  longer  any  workers  on 
the  Jamison  land.  They  are  every- 
where else  on  the  line,  but  not  on  the 
Jamison's  land.  One  can  walk  the  line, 
see  where  it  has  cut  through,  the 
orchards,  see  fences  torn  down,  see 
the  clay  that  has  been  churned  up  into 
the  rich  topsoil.  Much  of  the  line 
already  is  completed. 

Many  Pearland  residents  feel  the 
Jamisons  have  been  taken  advantage 
of  by  Phillips.  George  Young  is  a  close 
friend  of  the  family  and  his  property 
also  is  crossed  by  the  pipeline.  He  says 
he  knows  what  they  have  been 
through. 

"Phillips  stepped  on  the  toes  of  lots 
of  other  landowners  around  here.  You 
just  don't  do  that  when  you  are  a  big 
company  like  that,"  Young  com- 
mented. 

He  is  emphatic  in  his  praise  of  Bert. 
"He  is  the  last  of  the  honest  men,"  he 
says,  calling  the  workers  for  Golightly, 
"goons  from  the  big  time." 

Bert  and  Frances  have  not  filed  for 
attempted  murder,  although  one  of 
their  lawyers,  Wayne  Holder  of  Free- 
port  is  considering  it.  Assault  charges 
also  were  considered,  but  never  filed 
A  contractual  suit,  being  handled  by 
lawyer  Louis  Bien  of  Houstgon,  has 
been  filed  and  is  awaiting  a  hearing. 

Everything  now  is  waiting  on  a 
survey  to  be  made  of  the  site,  to 
determine  the  exact  dimensions  of  the 
50-foot  easement. 

The  Jamisons  requested  a  tem- 
porary restraining  order  against  the 
contractor  to  stop  their  work.  It  was 
granted,  but  an  injunction  has  been 
temporarily  denied  in  district  court. 

The  Golightly  injunction  against  the 
Jamisons  similarly  has  been  delayed. 
A  Brazoria  County  deputy  sheriff 
delivered  the  papers  concerning  the 
injunction  October  5.  It  charges  the 
Jamisons  with  costing  Golightly  $5,000 
per  day  by  delaying  their  work,  and 
says  "Golightly  employees  have  been 
threatened  with  bodily  harm  by  Bert 
Jamison  and  relatives." 

Bert  Jamison's  wife,  Frances,  55- 
years  of  age,  admits  this.  She  says  she 
threatened  to  bash  their  heads  in.
